Healthiness, 
beauty of situation, and interesting associations 
and surroundings combine to make it attractive. 
Three miles distant, at Ballatrich, is the farm- 
house in which Byron spent many of his youthful 
days; seven miles distuit is Abergeldie Castle; 
nine miles, Balmoral Castle; thirteen miles the 
snow crowned heights of Lochnagar, alluding to 
which Byron says : — 
" England ! thj beauties are tame and domestic. 
To one who has roved o'er the mountains afar : 
Oh for the crags that are wild and n^ajestic ! 
The steep f ro^raing glories of daxk Loch na Oar J "

About a couple of 
miles distant, the straits are spanned by Stephenson's 
renowned Britannia Tubular Bridge, and the Menai 
Snraension Bridge, built by Telford. At Betheeda, 
a village about six miles tram Bangor, there are 
immense slate quarries belonging to Lord Penrhyn. 
The quarries,which are worked in terraoes,are sev^ 
miles in extent, and employ over three thousand 
men. Whan at full 'work, thqr present an imposing 
sight. Bangor is a favourite resting<.«pIaoe for 
tourists, and makes a convenient oentoe for some 
pleasants excursions. Boating and bathing may be 
had. The air is pure, and not over bracing. On the 
opposite side of the straits, lies Beaumaris, a 
charming little watering place.

>Vith a populafion of 7,688 inhabitants, it gives 
permanent employment to four sttparvisors, S2 
division officers, and ten assistants, all of whom Kte 
engaged on the wUskey distilleries. 

Tlu distillexieSfOf which thtte are 21 now work&rg, 
jure all -fit the same pattern, the only dittetenee 
being that the move modem ones have improved 
■ machinery, some lewot the smallest and oldest being 
still dependent on mioiual labour for mashing and 
pumping operations : the quantity of malt mashed 
:it each distillery, varies from 800 to 8/)U0 bnahds 
per period : the number of wash-backs are from 6 to 
^1; the stills are, of course, all ordinary pot stills. 
A large proportion of the basley used in malting 
comes from th^ Baltic^ but Frezioh grain ia also in 
request ; about 100,000 quarter^ of baii^y areanuoaQy 
imported. !t^e quantity of spirits sent from 



Campbeltown in 1888 was 1,400,000 proof galli 
but duty is paid upon about only one half 
quantity, the remainder going to other warehoi 
at the present moment the warehouses in Oampi 
town are in a most congested state, owing partly 
the falling off in the consumption, and partly 
the low prices which have prevaUed during the 
few seasons having induced dealers to pure] 
largely. Other minor industries of the town 
rope-making, net-making, and weaving ; there 
also a ship-building yard on the loch, gi 
employment to from 900 to. 900 men : an inf eri( 
kind of coal is obtained in the neighbourhood. 

GeographiceUty, and, one may say, socially, Cs 
beltown is almost insulated, as it ties near 
extremity of the peninsula of Kintyre, and 
principal communication with the maii^and is 
steamer to Greenock and Gl isgow ; th^re is beei^ 
however, a coach which runs daily to Tarbert, 
miles distant, whence there is communicatioa _ 
steamer to Greenock. For the greater part of tbB 
year the Campbeltown steamers ply three tiniee 
weekly, but duiing'the summer months there is ^ 
daily boat ; with an extra boat also running during 
July and August. The passage takes about five 
hours from Greenock, the steamer making several 
calls on the way : given fine weather and a smooth 
sea it is a most enjoyable journey, the scenery l8 
very fine from the very first. On leaving Greenock, 
Bea Lomond can be seen towering up in the 
distance, twenty miles awajr ; as frrogiess is madej 
down the Firth of Clyde, passmg the small, 
islands whose minister is aa&d to have beesl 
used to pray for *' Great and . Little Cumbnul 
a^d the rest of the British Isles,*' the • rugged 
hills of Arran are seen, and, tmoe reached, thii 

gioturesqne island is coasted for some distance; 
s Campbeltown is neared, there comes into \iem 
the curiously shaped Ailsa Craig, popularly knowi 
as '* Paddy's mUe stone," famed as a haimt for wild 
fowl, and standing sheer out of the sea 1,100 feet ; il 
is ten miles from any other land. 

In early timfls, from the 6th to the 9th eenturiei 
Campbeltown was the capital of Scoflitod, and i 
then bore t^ more poetical name of Palruaidhain 
irom the tribal name of its inhabitants ; its nam 
was afterwards changed to Ceann Loch, its presen 
appdlation dating from about 1680. There is con 
■operable interest attached to its early semi-mythica 
lustory, an interest which is not suggested by th 
pareaent appearance of the town itself. Oampbeltow 
ioonsiste of a few streets of solidily built stoo 
houses, having not the slightest preteyisions 1 
beauty, and. whose names have been bestowed 
ibe moat utilitarian prineiples, e.g. Main, Bdel 
Cross, £irk, and Shore Street, and Long Ro 
.niggest either locality or appearance ; on the oth< 
hand the names Argyle and Lome as applied i 
Atreets' imply a compliment to the ducal fami]; 
The town is well supplied with places of woi shi] 
there being two churches of the Establiahed (in ox 
of which the father of I>r. Noimaa McLeod, wk 
was born, and lived the first twelve years of his li 
hero, was miuister) and two of the Free Churchi 
of ScotWd, one of eachhavii^ a Gaelic congregatiai 
one United Presbyterian church, whidi is the xtxa 
prctuitious in appeal anoe; one Episcopal churct 
'and one Boman Catholic church ; with bever 
misHion haJls. As regards education, there ia 
iwy flood grammar sclrool, vniioh, with sever 
ell iMoaAary schools. Is under Uie eontrol of a Scho 
Boaru. The volunteer movement is represeuti 
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bj two corps, one of AxtiUerT and one of Bifles, tbe 
latter a VlteA regiment; the artillery make use 
of a battery of gans in common with the militia. 
The town possesses a pablio Beading Boom dignified 
with the h^h-soonding title of " The Oampbel- 
town Athenffiom," in wbich all the leading news* 
papers, . magazines and reyiews can be seen for a 
yearly snbsoription of ten shillings ; this institution 
is largely supported by members of the Serrioe. 
There are two musical associations, in one of which 
some of the officers take a prominent part. The 
Cricket Club is also indebted to the Sendee for 
support. 

Howerer unpicturesque the town itself may be, its 
surroundings quite make up the deficiency : the 
beautiful bay or loch is the most striking feature ; 
it is, roughly speaking, about two miles long, reckon- 
ing from the entrance, with an average width of 
half a mile, and it forms a fine harbour, which, in 
stormy weather, is generally crowded with vessels 
that have put in for shelte^ ; in summer the fishing 
boats, of which there are 400 attached to the port, 
chiefly engaged in the herring fishery, and giving 
permanent employment to 7^20 men and boys, add 
oonsiderable life to the scene. The loch is almost 
surrounded by hills, the highest, Ben Ghoillian, 
with its fine bold outline rises on the south to a 
height of 1,164 feet above sea level ; it is w^Il worth 
a Ghmb as f^ording a fine view of the surrounding 
sea, and country ; from it the Paps of Juraj 40 mUes 
away, is clearly visible in bright weather. At the 
entrance is a sinall island, Davaar, on which there is 
a lighthouse. One of the pleasautest summer 
recreations is the deep-sea fishing which can be had 
at or near the entrance to the loch, and there can 
be nothing more delightfnl than a fine August 
afternoon and evening spent in this occupation, and 
dreamily watching the Island of Arran — whose 
glorious colouring is ever changing as the day wears 
on; the aiiiest of summer clouds occasionally drift- 
ing across the Uxps of the mountains, and the whole, 
with a lovely foregroond of sea, making up a subject 
worthy of the powers of Mr. Brett. 

One of the finest natural objects of the neighbour- 
hood IB Mjtehrihaniah Ba^^, on the other side of \AiB 
peninsula and five miles distant ; it is a beautiful 
stoetoh of sand five miles in length, into which the 
Atiantic Ocean breaks with great rollers, the white 
crests of vidiich may be seen from the hUls over- 
looking the town. There are good golfing links 
heie. Other places of interest are Southend and 
the MuU at the extremity of the peninsula. 

The climate is, thanks, probably, to the'prevailing 
west wind, healthy and very equable ; there being 
neithor excessive heat in smnmer, nor extreme 
cold in winter (in fact, a good season's skating is 
si luxury); a superabundance of rain is the rule 
in the winter, the changes of weather varying from 
" saft " to " ooorse." To the mildness of the climate 
ia doubtless in a great measure due a flora, wonder- 
fully similar to tiiat of the south of England : the 
vmter, coming from Surrey was pleased to find many 
familiar -wild flowers in the neighbourhood of 

Campbeltown ; it ie, however, k pleasant novelty to 
one used to the home counties to come across, as he 
does here, the beautiful Butterwort {pinguicula 
vulgarU)y the delicate little Bog T'uapeme\{anagallU 
UruUa), the pretty little Sundew (droura rotundi- 
/olia)f the B')g Asphodel (narthecium osaifragum), 
the grass of pamassus (pamcMia poltwtris), and 
the rare Small Alpine Oiantian {gentiana nivalis) ; 
o( Orehlda, the Common Purple and Spotty 



Pahnato are naturally abundant, while the writer 
has also gathered the Butterfly and Bog Orohi<ls. 
The oomnyoner kinds of ferns grow in great profusion 
in the neighbourhood; there is a lovely little glen 
with waterfall a little over three miles from the 
town, known as New Orleans Glen, where kutrea 
dilatatta, polyHicum, ctculeaium and 8Colopendriwn 
grow down the face of the rocks in wonderful 
luxuriance, the pretty Uutrea fenUecii being also 
found here; the lover of wild flowers will, in the 
early summer, be delighted to find at this spot the 
sweet-scented WoodroS {asperula odorcUa), while 
as an oft-aei, to this be will notice that the bottom 
of the glen is carpeted with a mass of flowers, to 
the view of which distance certainly lends eucdiant- 
ment, as they are the blossoms of the evil-smeUing 
garlic. On the road across the hiUs to the glen one 
passes through quantities of lasteea oreopteriSf 
tuiAblefihnum 6orea2t« lines the bank at one soft 
spot. In the sea-wall overlooking the loch on the 
south side asplenium adiantum nigrum, cuplenium 
trichomanes and polypodium vulgare grow freely: 
the true l£aiden-hair is said to grow in some 
inaoessible spots overlooking the Atlantic, where 
also one nnaht hope to find the green Spleenwort ; 
the Osmunoa certainly does grow on a ^'H a few 
miles up the pemnsula. 

In conclusion, Campbeltown has its drawbacks as 
a place of residence, these being in particular, the 
long wet winter, the not over-clean town, and deficient 
house accommodation, and its isolation; on the 
other hand, the delights of summer and the beautiful 
surroundings, with ample opportimity of enjoying 
them, go far to make it a not unpleasant place for 
officers to pass a few years in. Lloyd's hotel, close 
to the pier, Bobert McOuaig, i). t, 2a. ; 9, 4s.

Close by is 
the room in which his daughter the youthful prinoese 
Elizabeth died.

Carlisle, Cumberland.— NW. Mid. Situated 
on a gentle eminence, at the confluence of the'rivers 
Edm, Caldew, and Petteril. It was once a port, being 
connected witb the sea by means of a canal to Port 
Carlisle on the Solway Fixth, a distance of 12 miles ; 
but though the canal was many years ago converted 
into a railway, it is still classed as a port. Carlisle 
is celebrated in English History, and in the wars 
between England and Scotland. It was destroyed 
by the Danes in 875, from which time it lay in a 
state of desolation, until fortified and improved by 
William Bufus. David, King of Scotland, died here 
in 1158, after his retreat from the battle of the 
Standard, and in 1216 it was taken by Alexander, 
King of Scotland. It was repeatedly besieged by 
the Soots but never retaken until 1646, when a 
party of the Scottish army on the side of Parliament 
starved it into a surrender. It was in 1648 
surprised and captured by Sir Philip 'Musgrave, a 
royalist, but ultimately yielded to the skill and 
fortune of Cromwell. The cathedral, which is 
situated on elevated ground near the centre of tl^e 
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town, is one of the principal objects of interest. It 
was founded by WilUam Bnfos, bat, being afterwards 
partially destroyed by fire, was rebiodlt in the 
beginning of the 14th oentniy. It is a beautifol 
edifice affording specimens of early English and 
other styles. The east window is one of the finest 
specimens of the kind in England. The castle, 
another object of interest from its historical 
associations, is situate on a slight eminence oyer- 
looking the river Eden, at the north west angle of 
the city, where it commands a fine Tiew. The 
citadel station, where all the varions railways 
terminate under one roof, is one of the finest 
and largest in the kuigdom. Carlisle is the 
seat of various manufactures, of which cotton 
is the principal, embracing the weaving of checks 
and ginghams, calico printing, and the manufacture 
of cotton twist. The making of hats is also carried 
on to a large extent, and it has long been noted for 
its manufacture of whips and fish-hooks. There 
aso, also, several dye works, tanneries, foundries, 
breweries, marble works and an extensive biscuit 
manufactory. 

Carlisle is an assize town; on the northern circuit. 
Though it. cannot boast of any public park, yet 
it possesses ample grounds for the recreation of 
its inhabitants, such as the Swift's, where the 
races are held annually in July, and the Sorceries 
on which are held the fairs. The river Ed«ai 
affords excellent sport to the angler, as also 
do the other two rivers. Bathing is also indulged in 
to some extent, though accompanied by much 
danger in consequence of the numerous pools in 
the rivers, new baths are however in course of con- 
struction in the town which will do away vrith this 
danger. Many of the inhabitants repair to the 
sea side in summer to have a dip in the sea, special 
facilities being held out by the railway companies 
by running excursion trains to Maryport and 
Silloth every Saturday. At the latter place which is 
only 20 miles distant, there is excellent bathing to 
be had, and in consequence of its mild climate it is 
much frequented by inviriids. There is an ample 
supply of bathing matdxines and the suxxonnding 
district is pietorially most interesting, and affords 
recreative and delightful excursions by carriage, 
horse or foot. Numerous railway excursions are run 
from Carlisle during tiie summer to other places in the 
ootmty, and also to the distant towns of Newcastle, 
Leeds, Manchester, Glasgow, Edinburgh and 
Greenock. Excursions by road are also much 
indulged in. The roads in the neighbourhood of 
Carlisle are exceptionally good, particularly the 
Scotch ones, they are therefore much patronised by 
the cydists, who here, as in many otner towns, at 
present turn out in vast numbers. Devonshire 
Temperance hotel, Devonshire-street, E. Anderson, 
E.

Conway, Carnarvonshire. — NW. GW. Is 
surrounded by an ancient wall, and ruined fortifica- 
tions, and is the most romantic and interesting town 
of the principality. Its catfle, perhaps, the finest 
specimen of mediasval fortresses extant, was founded 
by Edward I. (Longshanks), in 1284. The walls, now 
partly covered with ivy, are embattled, and flanked 
by eight embattled towers forty feet in diameter. 
Sir B. C. Hoare wrote of Conway: " I have seen no 
town where the military works of art are so happily 
blended with the picturesque features of nature, 
and no spot which the artist will at first sight view 
witii greats rapture or quit with greater relnctanoe." 
Pearl fishing was at one time an industry of the 
place, and Queen Catherine, wife of Charles II., 
was presented with a nearl from the river Conway, 
whidi Lb supposed still to adorn the royal crown. 
Spenser, in the " Faerie Queen," writes : 

** Conway, which oat of his stream doth send 
Plenty of pearls to deck his dames withal." 

Large quantities of mussels are now taken from the 
bed of the river, and daily sent to the centres of 
population. There are two bridges here, a 
suspension and a tubular, similar in construction to 
the celebrated bridges which cross theMenai Straits. 
Boating and batUng may be had. Very suitable 
as a quiet health resort.

Bonegal, a town on the north west coast of 
Ireland, pleasantly situated on a beautiful ' bay 
bearing the same name, and at the point where the 
Ec^, a good salmon and trout stream flows into the 
sea. Close by are the ruins of an old abbey in 
which were written the celebrated " Annals of the 
Four Masters." Near the centre of the town still 
stands in a fair state of preservation the castle of 
the ODonnells, the chieftains of the district. The 
recent devek>pment of railways in this part of the 
country has made the town a convenient centre 
nrom which to explore the southern section of the 
Donegal highlands. Five or six miles from Donegal 
the railway enters Bamsmore Gap, a ihagnlficent 
defile in a rugged and elevated ridge of mountains. 
Sometimes the trains stop for a minute or two at 
the entrance of the gap to take in water, and in such 
case the tourist should avail himself of the 
opportunity to traverse the mountain pass on foot, 
and at Drominm take the next train to Donegid, 
2| miles distant. The Slieve League mountain 
commanding a view of the mdst magnificent dLiff 
eoenery in the Kingdom deserves a visit. No 
description can do justice to the view from the sea 
side of the mountain. At Carrick the cUlfs present 
an almost perpendicular face to the ocean of nearly 
2,000 feet in height. An excursion should also be 
made to the celebrated Lough Derry, where, according 
to the legends of the country, the patron sahit of 
Ireland established the entrance to Purgatory. An 
island near the centre ef the lake is called Purgatory 
Island, and hundreds of pilgrims visit it annually to 
perform penance. Bundam and Lough Erne should 
be next visited, and this will bring the tourist to 
Ennlsldllen on the main line of the ON. Bailway to 
Dublin.

Malarhn, E & F. 

Falmouth, Cornwall. — OW. Natural harbour 
Of exceeding beauty — mild climate from sheltered 
position — sandy beach — good bathing. 

The town, which is comparatively modem, 
founded in the reign of James I., to save vessels the 
tedious sail up the river to Penryn, 2 miles distant, 
is delightfully situated at the mouth of the river Fal 
whidi is converted into one of the best harbours in 
Britain, by Pendennis Castle on a bold projectizi^ 
eminence on one side, and St. Anthony's Head, with 
a long succession of hills on fhe other. The older 
and business portion of Falmouth consists of one 
long straggling thoroughfare, but the town has 
extoaded itself enormously of late years, and now 
for over two miles along the water's edge, well-built 
houses rise, terrace above terrace, while away ia 
the background, stretch the Cornish hills, thickl; 
studded with beautiful seats, surrounded by trees 
and plants, which in summer are clothed with most 
luxuriant foliage. 

Falmouth harbour is the first port in ^n^aiid 
which homeward bound vessels can make, /jit is 
well sheltered, and safe, afFords good anchora^, 
with great d^th of water, and is so extensive 
as to be capable of containing the whole of the 
British navy. It is much used as a pozt of caJl, and 
as many as 800 vessels may frequently be found 
there at one time. It is lighted by a lighthouse on 
St. Anthony's Head. The light is 65 feet above 
high water mark and consists of f rapid succession 
of bright flashes appearing every 20 seconds, and 
visible at a distance of 12 miles. 

The harbour is defended by St. Mawe's Castle on 
the E., and Pendennis Castle on the W., both 
strongly fortified. The latter is very, ancient, and 
has passed through many vicissitudes. The Danes 
erected rough fortifications where the castle now 
stands, but the first building of stone was erected 
by Henry VIII. The castle is celebrated for in 
brave defence, under its aged Governor, Jofai 
Arundel, of Trerice, then 80 years of age, wbei 
besieged by sea and land by the ParUamentax] 
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foroes under Vtaxfax, A drive lonnd the oastle hill 
is a'great treat, commanding as it does one of the 
finest and most extensive panoramic views, land and 
marine, in the wesfc. 

Besides many other pablic buildings, Fahnonth 

possesses several clubs, reading rooms and a 

polytechnic hall, where annufd e^bitions are held, 

and lilseral prizes given in every branch of scieaoa 

aiid art. John Barton's "Old Cariosity Shop," 

centrally sitaated in the principal thoroughfare at 

the town, and adjoining the Royal hotel, is an object 

of great interest. Here is to be found one of the 

most varied and extensive coUeeticm of curios, for 

sale, in the world. Bare and beantiful foreign wave, 

exquisitely carved ivories from Ofaiaa and Japan, 

arms, implements, jewellery and dresses from eveiy 

nation, Buddhist deities, Persian prayer mgs, 

orientad hnnues, wedgwood, skins of wild beasts, 

staffed birds, snakes and alligators, in fact, a 

specimen of everything, from a needle to an anchor, 

from a bntterfly to a whale ; collected from every 

region under the sun. Not the least curiosity in 

the nnique collection, is the entertaining and genial 

proprietor himself, wlio is always at hand to 

welcome visitors, whether purchasers or otherwise^ 

and fully prepared to describe any and every object 

an the building. 

On the o^odte side of the harbour firom Fal- 
mouth, is Flushing, pleasantly sitaated in a sunny 
nook, thoroughly sheltered by high verdant hillfl 
fcom the N. and £. It is considered the mildest 
place in England, enjoys a mean temperature onl^ 
a few degrees bdow ^at of Borne, and is conaC' 
qoently a favourite resort for invalids. It possesses 
a oomfortable hotel, and ferry boats ply constaniOy 
between Flushing and Fklmouth at a fare ojf ^d. 
Pleasure boats can be obtained at avy time. 

On the Penryn river, and within a mile of Fal- 
mouth, are extensive granite works, where mudb of 
jSle stone ilsed in the eonstmction of the Thames 
Embankment was prepared after having been 
qaarried in the immediate neighbourhood. 

Many pleasant sea excorslons may be made from 
l^almouth. To London, for instance, by the British 
and Irish Steam Packet Company's well ordered and 
eapacious steamers which leave London and 
FaJmonth twice each week, calling at Portsmouth, 
Southampton and Plymouth. 

Any description of Falmouth, however brief, 
would be incomplete without meiUtion of the river 
* FaJ, which connects Falmouth with Truro. It is 
about 12 miles in length, and its winding coarse 
passes through SQenery which for beauty is perhaps 
unsurpassed in England, and which has justly pro- 
cured for it the appellation of the English Rhine. 
For miles on each side the high banks axe thioUy 
lined with forests of tall trees, extending down to 
the water's edge ; whilst the foliage of the underwood 
is extremely dense axwl laxuriant. Tregothnaa, 
the palatial residemce of Lord Falmouth, in situated 
in a most enchanting spot on the banks of the river, 
the extensive and lovely grounds being generally 
accessible to visitors. The pleasurejsteamer, " New 
Besolute,** with a capital band on board, plies 
between Falmouth siid Truro twice daily during the 
summer months. The trip is a most enjoyable one, 
and is lax;gBlypatrc«ii«^, not only by vast numbers 
of tourists and traveOers, but also by residents of 
both towns. ■ Fare for the double journey, one 
shilling.

iwhBtJWitial looking little towns in the county, and 
has all the appearance of owing much to some 
important iudustiy; this industry, as all the world 
knows, is the production of hops, for the cultivation 
of wMdh every available inch of ground ip the 
neighbourhood is made use of. Here the Bishops of 
Winchester have their residence, Famham Castle, 
restored in 1684, and occupying the site of a oastto 
of the time of Stephen ; the Bishops have been 
connected with the town for 1,000 years: the castle 
dominates the town from a hiU, and is still partly 
surrounded by the original moat ; to it is attached 
a fine park of SOD acres, free to the public, and well 
stocked with deer. ' A fine walk or dri.-e is that from 
Guildford to Famham along the crest of the hill 
known as the Hog's Back, from which great stretches 
of country are seen : the lover of wud flowers will 
be well repaid by stopping at a spot overlooking the 
village of Puttenham, where wild flowers grow in. 
wonderful variety; at or near this spot can be 
gathered in their seasons the following orchids: 
the spotted palmate, the pyramidal, the scented 
gymnadeoia, and the bee. Just before entering 
Famham by this road, are passed the gates leading 
to Moor Park, once the residence of Sir William 
Temple and his secretory, Jonathan Swift. Five 
miles south of Famham is Frensham Great Pond, 
a famous fishing resort, situated on the wildest of 
commons. Famham was the birih place of William 
Cobbett, the political writer, whose remains now 
rest in its churchyard.

On a rock 
outside the churchyard a granite obelisk has recently 
been raised to Mackenzie of the "Gaelic Beauties,^ 
who was a native of the parish. The wild ravine 
and picturesque Falls of Kerry are near, and 
pleasant walks and drives on every side. In the 
villages in the vicinity. Highland character and 
manners may be studied in their native simplicity 
and purity, and the Crofter land system may be 
seen in full operation.

Giant's Caaiieway,co. Antrim.— A magnifi> 
cent basaltic formation, so called from a l^iend, 
which relates that it is the remains of a causeway 
from this to the Scotch coast formed by a giant, 
one Fin McCoul. After the decease oi this powerful 
and industrious individual, his work fell into decay, 
toll only the extremities were left— here and at Staff a's 
Cave, with a trace at the island of Bathlin. These 
basaltic columns extend a considerable distance, 
and assume many curious and fantastic shapes, for 
which names and legends have been invented by a 
poetical and imaginative people. Thevisitor will do 
mil to take a boat and view them first from the sea ; 
tbe boatman vrill point out the various objects which 
the toorist can afterwards examine on land without 
a guide. He is recommended to avoid an exeorsUm 



day, when the demand for boats is great and 
high. Among the beantifnl and curious objects 
should be noticed are we Giant's Amphitheal 
Oi^gan, Loom, and Chimney Tops. The Caosewi 
can b^ conveniently visited on the way to Derry, 
Belfast, or a day's excursion can be made 
Derry. Beoenti^ has been opened a little line 
railway between Portmsh and the Causeway. It 
worked by the electric power afforded by neig^boi 
streams, ,and is not only a convenience, bat an 
attraction, being the first electric railway opened 
in the Kingdom. 

OiUlamd, Cumberland. — NW. A small 
watering place on the river Irthing, situated about 
18 miles from Carlisle and 42 from Newcastle. The 
spa was Imown and valued in ancient times, when 
it bore the name of the Holy Well, but its lonely | 
situation, and the bad repute of the district kept 
from it all who desired peace and security as well as i 
health. Down to 80 or 100 years ago, the village 
was the nest of desperate freebooters, who ranged 
over the moorlands lying to the north, and whose 
presence imperilled all trafic or commnnlcation 
between Oumbwland and Northumberland ; even the 
judges on circuit, when travelling from Newcastle 
to Carlisle were escorted by a troop of Dragoons,, 
and the mails were conveyed by a drouitous route. 
This, however, has long a thing of the past, and the 
crowds of visitors who now patronise this little 
^ace every year, may now enioy perfect peace. 
There are two medicinal springs, one sulphurous 
and the other chalybeate. Near Gllsland, is a house 
of humble pretensions caUed Mumps Hall, mentioned 
in Scott's " Guy Mannering,^ where Dandle 
Dinmout met Meg Meniless, and gave news to her | 
of the death of EUangowan. Meg is buried in the 
neighbouring churchyard of Upper Denton. In 
1797, Scott visited this place, and here first I 
met, the lady who afterwards became his wife. 
Near a famous stone in the bed of the river, 
it has been said he first popped th^ question* 
ajid this stone has ever since been called the 
Popping Stone, pieces of which, if placed under 
the pillow, are said to cause people to dream of their 
future partner. The Boman wail which Hadrian 
caused to be built from the Tyne to the Solway 
Firth, passes near this place, and a whole day migU 
be profitably spent in inspecting its ruins. 
About two miles distant upon the river Irthing, 
there is one of the finest waterfalls in the oountcy. 
The largest building in the place is Shaw's hotel, 
which is capable of accommodating 200 visitors. 
There are some beautiful walks in the hotel 
grounds. Good fishing may also be had in 
the Irthing. In dose proximity to Gilsland 
are Naworth Castle, Lanercost Prioiy and 
Corby CasUe, all of which are worthy of a visit. 
Excursions by coach from the hotel may be arranged 
to these and othei places in the neighbourhood at 
zeasonable fares.

Oodalmlms, Surrey. — SW. At once calls to 
mind Nicholas NicUeby, as being one of the stopping 
places of that hero on his journey to Portsmouth 
with Smike : it is also immortalised in sdentiflo 
history as being the first provincial town in which 
«lectric . HghtiTig of the streets was tried— and 
•discarded. It is a quiet old-fashioned little borough, 
with a long High-street, in which there are some 
really fine old houses, and a comical Town Hall, the 
reverse of fine. The sunoundings are very 
picturesque; the town, apart from the meadows, 
which its name suggests, nestles among hills, from 
which lovely stretches of country are visible : from 
Frith Hill on the N. the bold outlines of Hind Head 
-shew themselves 7 miles distant, and from Holloway 
Hill on the S. a wide expanse of delightful countiy 
la seen, the peculiarly shaped Oooksbury Hill, near 
Famham, shewing up in i£e distance. The (Charter- 
house School is now located here, and possesses a 
magnificent range of buildings situated on a hill 
about a mile from the town, a splendidly bracing 
spot. Below the hill on which the school stands, 
and which is beautifully wooded on its slope towards 
the Wey, is a lovdly walk leading to Hartmore, 
where in the month of May can be heard choruses 
•of nightingales which literally line the copse. The 
important Broadwater Cricket Club has its head 
quarters here.

Crfreedore, co. Don^rnl. — The absence of hotel 
and railway accommodation has till lately deterred 
the tourist from visiting the Highlands of Donegal, 
but the opening of a line of railway has given access 
to this wud scenery, and a great landowner, Lord 
"George Hill, has bmlt, on a well-chosen site, a beauti- 
2*1 hotel solely for the accommodation of visitors. 
lt«s seated at the foot of Mount Errigal, a conical 
pea- having an elevation of 2fiOQ feet, and is 



simoanded by beantifally cultivated and wooded 
grounds, idiioh form a marked contrast with the 
wild and barren surroundings. Close by the hotel 
is a splendid stream, imdoubtedly one of the best 
salmon and trout rivers in Ireland, vnii. the privilege 
of fishing, this and an adjoining lake and streams, 
is allowed to visitors at a nominal charge. Route : 
— ^from Denry to Letterkenny by rail, from thence by 
public car, which starts at seven in the morning, to 
Dumfana^y, 18 miles. The remainder of the tour, 
about 15 miles through magnificent scenery, should 
be made on foot or by <»rcle. The road runs close 
to the coast for about 10 miles, and then swerves a 
little inland and runs at the foot of a long stretch 
of bare rock, 2,000 feet in height, called Muckish, 
from its fancied resemblance to a hog. While 
remaining at Gweedore excursions should be made 
to the top of Errigal, and to the sea coast at 
Bunbeg, 4 miles distant. Near, also, is the beautiful 
little Protestant church of Dunlewy, built entirely 
of the pxue white marble of the district. The 
journey back should be made on foot or *cycle as fir 
as the village of SLilmacrenan, and &om ttience the 
mail car runs to Letterkenny. Gweedore hotel,

A parliamentary borough, pleasantly situated in a 
rich agricultural district on the side of a hill slraing 
down to the river Cober. It has a good Tmm 
Hall and a Market House in the centre of 
the town, and a Grammar School at which 
Charles Kingsley was educated. Edward I. made 
Helston his western metropolis. Helston " Furry ** or 
** Flora day " is a very ancient custom, and celebrated 
annually on the 8th of May. Hie young people 
of the town and district of all classes are supposed 
to go into the country at an early hour m the 
nioming, and to return bedecked with fiowers. A 
procession is then formed at the Town Etall, and 
headed by the Mayor and Mayoress, followed by the 
magistrates and other local magii^.tcii, each 
accompanied by a lady, the whole preoeded by a 
military band playing the "Furry Song," dance 
through the town. The celebration terminates 
with a public ball. 

Within a walk of Helston is the old parish church 
of Breage, within the chancel of which lie the 
remains of Bfargaret Godolphin, t3he " Saint " at the 
court of Charles n. 

A line of railway is now in course of construction 
connecting Helston with the main line of the G.W.R., 
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at a point about midway between Bedruth and 
Penzanoe, and which it is expected will be completed 
early in 1885. 

Daily, at 10.80 a.m., a commodious four-hoiree 
onmibus leaves Helston for the Lizard. This 
Y^icle awaits the arrival of omnibuses from Bed- 
ruth, I'almouth and Penzance. On the road to the 
Lizard the tourist passes, beside many other in- 
teresting spots, the ancient mansion of Bockym, 
celebrated as being the ''first and last" gentleman's 
house in England. It is beautifully situated amidst 
woods and gardens, looking the more delightful in 
contrast with the bare and barren country by which 
it is surrounded^ A very ancient and interesting 
cross at Cfury demands attention in passing. After 
an enjoyable drive of 14 miles, the Lizard — the most 
southern point in England — is reached. See 
Lizard.

and the other at Gzeenoastle on the shoie of IjOU^ 
Foylel The country is generally barren y in xdaoeH 
vast looks break up the view into landscapes wild 
and picturesque. 6(nne of these mo u pta in s ^ of 
naked stoiv are worth a visit from the tourist. 
Sheve Snaght, the highest, is situated in the centre 
of the peninsula, and rises rather more than S^OOO 
feet. From it may be obtained a magnificaat -view 
of the surrounding district which may be taken as 
fairly representing the whole country round, both as 
to scenery and the characler of the people. In the 
latter respect it affords the tourist opportunities for 
forming an acquaintance vrith the true Idah 
peasantry. The district having been till lately 
practically isolated from the more thriving and 
populous districts of the south, the people represent 
the ancient Irish race and still speaJc its language. 
In order to come in contact as much as possible 
with the people the tourist is recozmnended to cycle, 
if possible. The roads are good, uid he will in- 
variably find the people ready to give any information 
in their power. The Irish peasantry, during the 
late Idnd agitation gained an unenviable reputation 
for lawlessness and violence, yet the visitor wiU find 
them hospitable and kindly disposed to the strazxger. 
The best road to take is by Buncrana to the gap of 
Mamore, an elevated pass in the mountains, from 
which a splendid view of coast and ocean may be 
obtained. Continuing thence through the village of 
Clonmany to Camdonagh will bring the toiuist to the 
wildest portion of the district, and give him an 
opportunity of partaking of the hospitality of t^e 
genial representative of the once, princely house of 
the O'Dohertys in his little hotel at Camdonagh, 
which see. Maldt Head, the most northern point in 
Lreland should next be visited, then Slieve Snaght, 
MoviUe (see Moville), and Greencastle. Off the 
former of these two pretty watering places the North 
Atlantic steamers call both on their outward and 
homeward voyages. Visitors are allowed on board. 
Steam boats run to Deny every morning. 

Kendal, co. Westmoreland.- NW. Situated 
in a fertile vale, watered by the river Kent. On a 
hiU on the eastern side of the town is Eendal 
Castle, the ancient seat of the barons of Eendal, 
and the birthplac e o f Catherine Parr, the last 
Queen of Henry Vm.

On Liisaxd Point stands a double lighthouse. At 
first wood fires were burnt at this point to warn 
mariners off the dangerous ooast, then eoal waa 
used, and the flames kept his^ by large bellows, 
then immense oil lamps, but now the electric 
light from two powerful lanterns, illumines 
the sea for a distance of 40 miles. Beside being 
otherwise exceedingly dangerous, this part of the 
ooast is subject to dense fogs, and it is oecasionaUy 
necessa r y to keep the steam fog signal in operation 
for days together. Every part of the lighthouse an4 
towers is accessible to strangers, and a 'visit is very 
interesting. 

Within a utile of the Lizard is Kynance Core, 
decidedly the most beautiful and romantic spot on 
the coast of GomwalL The eliils, which are 
■enormously high, are composed entirely of 
serpentine, of every possible colour, each rock glisten 
ing in the sunshine like a huge diamond, making 
the whole scene one of indescribable beauty. 
On all sides are immense caves and deep grottoes, 
through which the wind and searoar with terrific fury, 
and wherein innumerable of gulls, cormorants and 
other sea fowl find shelter. Each rook and cave has 
a distinguishing name. In one rock is a small deft 
not much larger than an ordinary letter box. It is 
termed the " Post Office," and if a piece of paper be 
placed at the mouth of the aperture it is 
immediately sucked in out of sight, but presently 
reappears accompanied by a tremendous shower of 
spray, which witn a wild roar carries it with great 
f<»oe hi^ in air. 

The Itmd in the neighbourhood of Kynance is very 
barren, and the natives apparently exist by providing 
acoonunodation for the numerous tourists who visit 
the ooast, and in manufacturing and selling 
serpentine ware. The stcme, which itkkeB a hij^ 
polish, is chiselled and turned into an endless vaziety 
of articles, from shirt studs toehurdi fonts. There 
is scarcely a house in Cornwall but possesses some 
highly finished specimen of this beautUul roek. 
3uoh articles, some of which are beautiful workj of 
art,are not only disposed of at home, but are exported 
in eonsiderable quantities, several persons & the 
neighbourhood devoting themselveB exclusively to 
the export trade.

mairazion or marketiew^, Cornwall.— GW. 
Is pleasanfly situated about 8 miles from Penzance 
on the shore of Mount's Bay, opposite St. Minhad's 
Mount. It is built at the foot of a hill by which it 
, is shdtered from the northerly winds and enjoys, in 
consequence, a very mild climate. Tradition asserts 
that a colony of Jews settled here in old times and 
carried on a trade in tin, whence the name Marketjew 
is derived. The beach from Penzance to ^arazion 
is a fine, firm, sandy shore ; along its margin runs 
tiie railway, on the other side of which is a rich 
valley bounded \n low hills studded with beautiful 
residences. St. Michael's Mount is an insulated, 
ooaioal shaped mass of rocks, a quarter of a mile 
from the shore, and rising to a height of 
192 feet. The summit is crowned by an ancient 
castle, formerly a monastery, now the romantic 
summer residence of Sir John St. Aubjrn. Thus it 
forms an island of about a mile in dronmlerence, 
which at low water may be reached by walking over 
some Ijurge slippery stones, but at other times a ferry 
boat is is in attendance. A brass tablet embedded 
in tiie stone marks the spot where Her Majesty first 
stuped when she visited the mount in 1840. The 
ascent to the castie is steep and very rough, and is 
defended by two platforms, one above the other, 
armed with batteries of brass guns. Attached to 
the castle is a small chapd,in good preservation, 
where a service is hdd every Sunday.* On the 
battiements is a magic seat, difftcult of access, 
called St. Michad's chair, sought for by newly 
married couples, the first occupant obtaining the rule 
in the matrimonial <ftureer. Antiquarians assert that 
St. Michad's Mount at one time stood six miles from 
the sea, in the midst of a forest, surrounded by a 
count]7 now covered by the Atlantic. A Priory of 
Benedictine Monks was founded on the mount by 
Edward the Confessor, where they remained for 
many years. In tiie reign of Bichaxd I., Henry 
de la Pomeroy got possession of the mount for John,, 
■whom they conspired to make King. He brought 
soldiers, dressed as pilgrims, to the gate, whohavmg 
gained admission, expellel the monks. On his death 
the monks were restored and the mount fortified. 
Many of the gentry with thdr families took refuge- 
In the castto during the Cornish commotions, where 
thqr were besieged by rebds, who, having effected a 
landing at the foot of the hill carried up tmssiBs of 
hay to deaden the defender's shot, took the castie l^ 
storm, and obtained rich spoils. Lady Catherine 
Gordon, wife to the pretender, Perkin Warbeok, was 
taken prisoner at St. Midud's Mount. 
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After the Bestoraticm the mcmnt became tht 
property of the St. Aiibyjis, in whose hands it has 
since continued. The present proprifltor has ex- 
|>ended considerable sums upon the eastle, bnt the 
original character of the buildings has been pre- 
rnrred as far as possible, in the alterations vhioh 
have taken place. 

The castle, whioh contains a^flne coUeetion of 
pictures, and many objects of interest, is nsai^ 
open to visitorB.

A irell-horsed omnibus leaves the Godolphin hotel 
every morning about 8.S0 for Helston, vr^ere it 
meets the brake for the Lizard, returning to Marazion 
in the evening.

This &vourite resort is no sooner left behind than a 
turn in the road brings the traveller within ^isw of 
the Looe Pool, one of the largest lakes in ComwalL 
Bold foeks rise on eveiy side from the maigin of the 
lake, and the surrounding hills are finely wooded* 
The pool furnishes excellent trout fishing. On the 
south side it is separated from the sea by a bar of 
sand and shingle, through which it is sometimes 
necessary to cut a passage when the lake is very full 
of water. Permission to do this has to be obtained 
from the owner of the property, the lord of Penrose, 
who readily grants it on receiving from the Maycnr 
of Helston, according to ancient custom, two 
leathern purses each containing three half -pence.

Penzance, Cornwall. — GW. Picturesquely 
situated on the north-west shore of the beautiful 
Mount's Bay, is well sheltered ftrom westerly winds 
and owing to its very mild climate has long been a 
favourite resort for invalids. 

Penzance is the largest and also one of the most 
ancient towns in Cornwall ; indeed, it is believed that 
the PhcBnieians used the port for shaping tin. Few 
of the old houses, however, now stand, and 
Penaanoe, with its long taraoes of new and 
pleasantly situated houses, presents the appearance 
of a modem town. Here is a fine granite building 
known as the *' Public Buildings," consisting of a 
library, containing one of the laigest and best 
collection of books in the West of England, fine 
' concert hall« leetnie room, Ac. One wing of the 
building is devoted to Hie headquarters of the Boyal 
geological Society of Cornwall, and contains a very 
fine oolleetion of minerals and fossils. Sir 
Humphrey Davy was bom at Penzance in 1719, and 
a handsome stone monument has been erected to 
his memory in fhmt of the Town HaU. A con- 
siderable trade is carried on here in fish. The 
district around Penzance abounds in orchards and 
market gardens ; as much as four hundred tons of 
fi^ fruit and vegetables being forwarded daily, at 
certain seasons of the year, to the London znarkets. 

Newlyn and Mousehole are romantically situated 
withiii a mile of Penzance, on the western shore of 
Mount's Bay. Both are important fishing villages 
and were in olden times great resorts for smugglers. 

The drive from Penzance to Logan Bock and 
Land's End is one of the most beautiful in the 
eoun^. Leaving Penzance, by way of the splendid 
broad esplanade, passing through the old fashioned 
village of Newlyn, the tourist turns into delightful 
lanes thickly overshadowed for miles by tall trees, 
clothed with rich foliage. Ferns, wild flpwers, 
geranioms of immense growth, abound everywhere 
in great profusion. The celebrated Logan Bock is 
an immense block of granite, weighing 66 tons, 
placed on the top of one of many hi^^ cliffs on a 
narrow promontory, off Treryn Castle, one of the 
finest puts of the ron^ Cornish coast. This stone 
is so balanced on the top of the difl that a single 
individual may cause it to vibrate by placung his 
hack against it. Xt was wantonly thrown from its 
position to the foot of the cliff, in 1^, by the crew 
of a revenue oatter, at their officer's command. 



The Admiralty directed the officer to rephuDe it, 
which after repeated efforts he succeeded in doing. 

Witlun a mile of IioganBockis Porthonn)owCon4. 
with its beautiful white beach, composed almost 
entirely of minute sheUs, some of which are of rare 
and great beauty. The water here is delightfully 
clear and coeen. Here is the celebrated Eastern 
Telegraph Station, Where about fifty telegraphista 
are constantlv employed. 

The Land s End, the ancient Bolerium, is the 
most western point in England. It consists of a 
bare headland surrounded by stupendous and 
majestic rocks against which the Atlantic rages in 
incessant fuiy. 

Near Land's End is an Inn aptly named "first 
and Last," but this has to a certain extent been 
soperseded by a more recent building, standing 
within a few feet of the ocean, termed " The Land's 
End Hotel." 

During the summer and autumn several capital 
four-horse excursion brakes leave Penzance for the 
Logan Bock and Land's End daily. They meet the 
first down train at the station in the morning and 
return in time to catch the last train leaving 
Penzance in the evening. The brakes are exceedingly 
comfortable and capacious, passengers are w^ 
protected against wind and weather, and the fars 
for the return journey bein^ very moderate* 
thousands of persons avfdl themselves eveiy season 
of such an enjoyable excursion.

Bedmth, Cornwall, GW. One of the oldest 
towns in England, is situated in the centre of a 
district extremely ridi in minenJs. It is on the 
main line of railway to Penzance, and the iron road 
is carried over part of the town on one of the oldest, 
longest, and loftiest wooden viaducts in ComwalL 

Bedruth is bpilt upon the side of an immense 
hill. The principal street, nearly a mile in length, 
extends from the foot of the Mil to its summit, 
' and on market nights presents one of the quaintest 
sights imaginable. This street, which is particularly, 
steep and in parts very narrow, possesses almost 
•very conceivable style of architecture, scarcely two 
houses being alike. The tradesmen not content 
with their ^ps and stalls in the market houses 
have for ages been allowed to erect booths along 
each side of the street ; these booths, with the shops 
behind briUJantly illuminated, and a moving mass 
of people occupying the centre of the street, present 
to the stranger standing at the foot of the lull a 
very impressive and un-English sight. 

About halfway down the hill stands a handrome 
illuminated olook^ower, the first erected in the 
county; from the steps of a former structure on 
the same site John Wesley often preached to 
assembled crowds. 

From the Bedruth Mining Exchange, a handsome 
new building, the London Mining Markert takes its 
cue, and heie vastiortunes have been made and lost. 

Bedruth was in olden times an in^iiant eentre 
for the religious rites of the ancient Britons. 

About haU-a-mile from the town, and rising 
immediately from the parish churchyard is Cam- 
Brea, undoubtedly one of the lions of Cornwall, a 
rocky, lofty eminence nearly 1,000 feet above the sea 
level; the sides and summit of this vast hill are 
strewn with enormous boulders of granite piled in 
fantastic groups. The taatem side of the hill is 
crowned hy a castle and tower built upon an 
immense tor of rocks. On the summit of the hill is 
a handsome gruiite column, eiceted in 1886 by the 
ComiBh people to the memory of Lord de Dun- 



staaviUe and Basset, ti&e ftunily numsion being 
visible a short distance oft, prettily situated in the 
midst of extensive woods. 

From its nxmierous deep rook basins, eircta^ 

enclosure and cave, Cam-Brea is supposed by many 

antiquarians to have been appropriated to Dmidieal 

worsnip. It is a good point from which to vieir the 

wild country round, and note the evideoioes of zoan's 

enterprise in winning nature's wealth from its 

secret depths. We are within the very heart of the 

tin and copper fields, and the whole country for 

miles around has been disembowelled, and the debris 

piled in immense mounds in every direction. The 

rocks below are honeycombed, and in the long 

passages benea4ih thousands of men are busy as bees 

in a hive. (Dolcoath, the largest and richest tin 

mine in the kingdom, affords employment to 1,000 

hands ; most of whom are now working at a depth 

equal to nine times the height of St. Paul's 

Cathedral.) Deep shafts abound, and the air is 

filled with the hum of huge machines that are 

pumping water, drawing up and carrying ore, or 

stamping it to dust by ponderous hammers, whik 

the sky above is lurid with the reflection of the 

flames from the smelting houses. The mines are 

open to the inspection of visitors, and the managers 

are pleased to explain the process of raising the ore 

and preparing it for the market. 

Within a mils of Bedruth is Gwennap Pit, 
an object of great interest to Weslqrans, the 
roofless tabernacle where long ago John Wesley 
frequently preached, and his followers have since 
continued to hold a special service on Whit Monday. 
The "Pit" is a vast circular excavation on the hill- 
side of Cammarth (an eminence a few feet higher 
than Cam-Brea). The seats of turf rise tier above 
tier, forming an amphitheatre, capable of containing 
several thousand people. The immense Pit thronged 
with worshippers is an impressive sight, and one that 
once witnesMd is not easily forgotten. From the 
top of Bedruth, the sea, though three miles distant, 
is distiuctly visible.

The rivers Bheidol, Wye and Severn 
rise in this mountain, which may be called the 
father of Welsh rivers. The climate is healthv and 
bracing.

Across the green and half-a-mile distant is the 
Wey, in whidi there is good jBishizig of pilce, breun, 
<dhab, fto. ; up the river about a mile are the massive 
but xmbeautiful ruins of Newark Priory, dating 
from the time of Richard I. The surrounding 
oountry is quiet and unobtrusive in its dharaoter, 
bat beautiful in its qxuetness; many a subject has 
it afforded to the artist of late years. The neigh> 
bouring village, Ockham, is famous as having given 
its name to the follower of Duns Sootus, Sohn of 
Occam. Any metropolitan (^olist will tell you that 
the road to Ripley is one of the best and prettiest 
out ot liondon, and that the best of good cheer is 
oertain to be obtained at the Talbot, a large old- 
fashioned hotel, ftoious in olden times as a stopping 
place for the ooaohee, and still used as such by the 
Guildford coach ; it it mentioned by Theodore Hook 
in one of his novels. S.W.R. to Weybridge. 

Ripon, Yorkshire.— ON. An andent town 
seated on the Ouse, over which is a fine stone bridge 
of seventeen arches. It possesses a beautiful chnrcua,

A military band plays on the pier nearly 
every day, the pier itself extending 8<Hne 2,260 feet, 
forms a favourite promenade, and there are all the 
attractions of one of the best yachting centres. 
THae sea bathing from the Victoria pier is ex- 
eeptionally good, there are also hot sea water baths 
attached. An excellent Boating Club, with a first 
dags oomplemevt of boats, as well as a Cricket Club 
is open to visitors as temporary members, there is 
also a good Lawu Tennis ground formed for public 
use. There are reading rooms attached to the dubs 
and associations always open to members or visitors 
on reoommendation. A capital theatre and a 
suooesaionof concerts during the season serve to 
vary the sources of amusement. 

Ryde is also well situated for the head quarters

It has been called " the city of many 
streams," from the rivulets that flowed through 
various of its streets, but. modem sanitary 
regulations have changed all this. Its magnifioeiit 
cathedral is surmounted by the highest spire in 
England ; but thou^^ from Stonehenge, as for miles 
around, its taper point marks the horizon, so 
symmetrical are its proporti<ms that its unusual 
height is not apparent when viewed near. The 
" close," as the beautiful grounds which surround 
the cathedral are called, is of great extent, and its well- 
kept lawns, shaded by venerable elms, and encircled 
b^ the ancient and stately residences of the 
dignitaries of the cathedral, present an air of culture, 
dignity and repose rarely to be equalled. An 
extensive and well-arranged museum contains an 
exceedingly interesting cmleetion of implements of 

J>re-historic man, large numbers of which have been 
ound in the nei^bomhood. Salisbury is the centre 
of an important agricultural district, and a fine 
open space in the middle of the city affords 
accommodation for the large fairs and markets held 
here.— SW.

Crossing a glen, which divides 
the old tov^ and the spa from the new, is a viaduct 
some 70 or 80 feet in hei^t and 400 feet in length. 
The fine view which can hare be obtained has made 
it a favourite promenade. Than are two TnA^4«^iwa.i 
■springs, one chalybeate and the other saline. The 
beach is formed of a fine firm sand, and the 
opportunities for bathing afforded by the bay are, 
perhaps, unsurpassed— air is pure and bracing —

Stonehemse, Wilts.— On Salisbnry plain, some 
two miles from Amesbniy, are tiie esoeedingly 
Interesting stone (droleB known as Stonehenge. Huge 
stones, averaging 21 feet in height, are ranged in 
two ciroles, the one indodng the other. The stones 
are gronped in pairs ; each pair, nnless where the 
stones have fallen, being ca|>ped 1^ a third, in whioh 
mortioes are cat, ooixesponmng ^th tenons in the 
other two. The inner drole is supposed to be of 
earlier date than the outer; what thalf date is there 
is now no means of deciding, otherwise than that 
the stones bear eridenee of having been wronc^t by 
a people using bronze tools. Its purpose is genexally 
supposed to have been religious, probably to serve as 
a temple. It must have been a powexfnl impulse 
that urged this pre-historic race, with their feeUe 
todls, to quarry these gigantic stones and remove 
them a vast distance to this devated site. How 
peat that distance was is not known, but the stone 
Is not obtainable in the county, llie diameter of 
the inner drde is 106 feet ; that of the outer 800 
feet. About three hundred burial mounds have been 
found (containing bronse articles) within a radiu» 
of three miles, wmle in the rest of the country they 
axe comparatively rare.

The effect of the opening of the outfall was felt in 
a few hours throughout a wide district.

Xt was here that the dlaims of the Empress HMtllaa 

to the crown were leoogniaed by a synod under the 

jnfirttmt^ of the Pope's legato, the powerfal Henxy, 

Bish^ of Winchester, the brother of haraomqpetiior, 

Stephen, and finmde of the noble hospital o< 8t. 

Cross. Xn this city, also, she was besii^ed ^ her 

dissatisfied subjects. "Oncler the second Henry, 

WinchesterlB first mayor was appointed, twenf«r 

years earlier than London's. In this cathedral, 

Iplchard Coeur de lion, was reorowned on his' 

return from capti-^ty. Here, in 1218, the base John, 

deserted by hfis MrMeotfl, and terrified by the 

dangers Bunoanflhig^Mm, did homage for his'orowik 

to tbe papal legate, as the pope*s iraesal. The tMiQ 

Henry was bom at Wlntihestto, and appears to have 

been known as Henry of ^l^nchester, for we find at 

the battle of Evesham he saTed his life by crying 

oat, **l€m Htmv ^'^htehesUTf four JTia^f." 

The nuptials m me fourth Hairy wens eMabrated 
here ; tlie imous siirfb "Beory loved to resort to Its 
" hallowed shades," and "Seek fhS doiateared seshitioh 
of those grand ecelesiastical foundations which 
perhaps, in his reign, had almost reached the climax 
of their splendour. For then it was that the 
magnificent west front, after nearly a century of 
labour, had recently been oompLBtod by that 
skilful ardiitect and munificent prelate, William of 
Wykeham, the founder also of ttie great school of 
Winchester and one of Oxford's richest cqUmcs; 
Willie Cardinal Beaufort and Bishop Waynfieete 
were still engaged in flniwhiTig the north 
side of the cathedral. Prince Arthur, the eldest son 
of Hezury YII. Was bom here; Henry Vm. here 
entertained the Emperor Charles Y. of Germany, 
and afterwards by his plunder of its religious 
establishments, greatly reduced its splendour. Here, 
in 1554, was celebrated the marriage of the narrow- 
minded Philip of Spain with the bigoted Queen 
Mary. Here, in the early purt of ihb reign of the 
first James, Sir Walter Raleigh -was tried on a charge 
of treason, found guilty on very doubtful eridenoe, 
and though reprieved, was kept a prisoner for many 
years, and at last brought to the Uock. 

Cromwell's ordnfmce and troopers left broad their 
mark on Winchester, and the heights above are still 
known as Cromwell's Camp. 

Charles IL in the latter part of his xeign resolved 
on building a magnificent palace on tbe site of the 



aaolsDt casUs. The King, in oider to soperlatand 
Ite utak, took up Ids residence in the daanety, 
Attributing his court and mistieBseB in vario«» 
puis of the city* 

It was at ihb prebendal house o( I>r. Kenn, the 
author of the Momfaig and Evening Hynms, that he 
proposed to lodge NeU Owvnne,bat the pious doetor 
stoutly refused to raoeive tne guest; and It is to thb 
etedit of €be **merrie monarch," that afterwards 
when the bishopric of Bath and Wells beeame 
vacant, he remembered the oiroumstanee, and asked, 
** Where Is the good little man who rsfossd hfti 
lodgfaig to poor Nell ? " and gave him the bishopiio. 
For two years the building of this palace was canied 
on with great sj^rit, but on the King's death it was 
stopped, and the unfinished building alter being 
used as a prison of war, was in 1810 oouveried into 
abarraek. 

We have seen thai at Winchester the reign of the 
first Stuart was disgraced by the condemnation of 
Sir Walter Baleigh, bat it was reserved for the last 
Stuart there to commit a crime, perhaps the foulest 
of the many that stain the memory of lAiat miserable 
raoe. We iJlude to the trial and execution of the 
Lady Alice L'lide, for sheltering two of the fugitives 
from Sedgemoor. We wiU tdl the shameful tale 
by brief extracts from aCacaulay. 

** She was related to many reepectrt)le, and somo 
noUe, families; and she was generally esteemed 
even by the Torj gentiemen of her country. For it 
was well known to them that she had deeply 
regretted swne violent acts in which her husbuid 
hi^ borne a part and that she had shed bitter tears 
for (Siarles the First, and that she had iniotected 
ajad relieved many oavaUers in their distress. The 
same w(Mnanly kindness that had led heir to befriend 
tbe Boyalists in their time <rf trouble, would not 
stdfw her to refuse a meal and a hiding {dace to the 
wretohed men who now entreated her to protect 
them. 'She took than into het house, set meat uid 
drink before them, and showed them where they 
wcA^t take test." Jeffreys, aftw bullying witnesses 
>and jury, obtained a xetectant verdict of Guilty. 

** Jelfireys gave iKrections that Alice Lisle should 
be burned alive that very afternoon. This excess of 
barbarity moved tbe pity and indignation even of 
the class which was most devoted to tiie crown. The 
dergy of Winchester Cathedral remonstrated with 
the Chief Justice, who, brutal as he was, was not 
mad enough to risk a quarrel on such a subject, 
with a body so much respected by the Tory party. 
He consented to put off the execution five days. 
During that time the friends of the prisoner besought 
Jamesto be merciful. Ladies of M^ rank interceded 
for her. Fever8ham,whose recent victory had increased 
his influence at court, and who, it is said, had been 
bribed to take the compassionate side, spoke in her 
favour. Clarendon, the King's brotherin-law 
pleaded her cause. But all was vain. The utmost 
that could be obtained was that her sentence should 
be commuted from burning to beheacling. She was 
put to death on a scaffold in the market place of 
Winchester, and underwent her &te with serene 
courage." (S^tember 2, 1685). 

Soon after this James had to dra^nade the city, 
harassing ite inhabitants by quartering large bodies 
of troops upon them to keep them in subjection, 
but a deliveranoe was at hand. On the fifth of 
November the Prince of Orange landed at Torbay^ 
and *' the race accursed of Qod and man was a second 
time driven forUi, to wandeib on the face •^ 
earth."

Bixioe these terrible erents Wiodheiter has had bat 
Jittle, history. We have seen that Winohester was 
ithe first capital of o^r Saxon England, that the very 
name which has since gone forth as a power to the 
«nd8 of the earth, was here first formally accepted. 
But, amonff many other things we have not 
noted, tiiat here was the great market of England. 
•On St. Giles' HiU was held one of those few great 
fairs that in medieval times brought together 
merchants from all the great triidmg cities oi 
Europe. Winchester was the national " Wool Mart," 
her measures were long this standards of the 
nation, and her ecclesiastical foundations were the 
ridhest and most simxptuons in the land. Host 
•ct these things have passed away. It has very long 
since ceased to be the residence of royalty, the 
channels of trade have "beeaa. diverted, the wealth and 
magnificence of her religious foundations haye been 
greatly reduced. Still, in addition to the memories 
of the past, there remain to her the glorious 
cathedral, the great school where, for ages past, many 
•of the youth of England's aristocracy nave been 
trained, and that quaint HospittJ of St. Cross, 
where to-day, as for the last seven oentuxies and a 
half, the wayfarer may obtain the crust of bread and 
the horn of ale. There aieo is a beautiful dburch, 
chiefly Norman in style. Among the modem institu- 
tions is the city libraxy and the museum, which is 
open free.
